Subject.— •Import of ‘Solubilised vat dyes’ other than the banned types against 
licences for Coal-tar dyes, textile chemicals etc,, under the Export Incen¬ 
tive Scheme. 

No. 120-ITC(PN)/59.—Attention ol importers is invited to the Ministry of 
Commerce and Industry Public Notice No. 87-ITC(PN)/58, dated 31st October 
1958, as amended from time to time in which certain concessions were announced 
providing for import of coal tar dyes, textile chemicals etc., against exports of 
cotton fabrics, yarn etc., under the Export Incentive Scheme. 

2. A question has been raised as to the extent upto which import of 'Solubilised 
vat dyes’ other than the banned types could be allowed against licences issued 
for coal tar dyes, textile chemicals etc,, under the Export Incentive Scheme. It 
is clarified that import of ‘Solubilised vat dyes', other than the banned types, can 
be allowed upto 10 per cent of the face value of licences for coal tar dyes, textile 
chemicals etc., granted under the Export Incentive Scheme. 

Subject. —Scheduled Industries borne on the registers of the Development 
Wing—Issue of “ repeat ” licences for raw materials for selected industries 
during October, 1959— March , 1960 licensing period. 

No. 121~ITC(PN)/59.—Attention is invited to para 1 of Ministry ol Commerce 
and Industry Public Notice No. 112-ITC(PN)/59, dated 23rd November, 1959, on 
the above subject wherein it has been stated that where an advance licence has been 
issued in the last licensing period, the value of the licence during the current 
licensing period will be determined after making necessary reduction. 

2 With a view to expedite issue of "repeat” licences in terms of the aforesaid 
Public Notice, it has been decided that Actual Users, while applying for "repeat" 
licences, should spccificallv indicate whether they have obtained an advance 
licence during April—September, 1959, licensing period, and if so, give the parti¬ 
culars thereof.
